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This  article  will  demonstrate 
the  dynamic  action  that  can  be 
generated  when  the  General 
Assembly  of  Students  cooperates 
with  a  member  of  PUCC's  Ad¬ 
ministrative  hierarchy. 

Shortly  before  Christmas, 
several  GAS  members  met  with 
PUCC's  Business  Manager,  Gary 
Newsom,  to  discuss  possible 
changes  in  the  encumbrance  fee 
system.  For  those  of  you  who 
have  never  had  your  grades 
encumbered,  perhaps  a  short 
explanation  is  in  order.  Any  time 
the  university  feels  that  it  has  a 
legal  claim  against  a  student  that 
only  money  can  settle,  it  can  levy 
an  encumbrance  on  the  student's 
grades.  This  means  that  the 
student  will  not  receive  his 
grades  for  the  current  school 
period  or  be  allowed  to  register 
for  future  terms  until  both  the 
original  debt  to  the  school  and  a 
$5.00  encumbrance  fee  are  paid. 


For  instance,  if  you  are  issued 
a  parking  ticket  by  the  Campus 
Police  and  fail  to  either  pay  or 
appeal  it  in  a  specified  time 
period,  your  grades  will  be  en¬ 
cumbered.  If  you  then  go  and  get 
four  more  tickets  and  fail  to  settle 
them  in  time,  your  grades  will  be 
encumbered  four  more  times. 
This  is  roughly  akin  to  hanging  a 
man  five  times  for  five  murders, 
the  difference  being  that  the  four 
additional  hangings  don't  cost  the 
man  five  bucks  apiece. 

Mr.  Newsom  was  asked  what 
function  the  $5.00  fee  served.  He 
responded  that  its  purpose  is 
threefold.  The  first  function  of 
the  fee  is  to  help  defray  the 
clerical  costs  incurred  by  the 
process  of  buying  an  en¬ 
cumbrance.  Secondly,  the  im¬ 
position  of  a  fee  is  supposed  to 
result  in  faster  fine  collection. 
Finally,  the  encumbrance  fee 


allegedly  acts  as  a  deterrent  for 
destructive  or  illegal  behavior 
(like  parking  in  the  wrong  place.) 

GAS  suggested  that  since  each 
encumbrance  costs  the  school 
around  $25.00  in  clerical  costs 
(Newsom's  figure)  of  which  the 
fee  pays  only  $5.00,  levying  more 
than  one  encumbrance  per 
student  seemed  kind  of  silly  from 
a  financial  perspective.  Mr. 
Newsom  agreed. 

GAS  pointed  out  that  since 
July,  PUCC  has  encumbered  the 
records  of  over  160  students 
(Newsom's  figure)  and  yet,  park¬ 
ing  violations  still  seem  to  ex- 
ist-maybe  the  fee  isn't  doing  too 
hot  a  job  in  speeding  up  fine 
collection  or  deterring  further 
violations.  Mr.  Newsom  con 
ceded  that  maybe  that  was  the 
case. 

GAS  mentioned  that  since  the 
first  encumbrance  of  a  student's 


records  effectively  stops  hisl 
education  until  settled,  further! 
encumbrances  of  his  records! 
seem  to  be  merely  al 
manifestation  of  bureaucratic  I 
necrophilia.  Therefore,  it  was| 
asked,  why  not  eliminate  en¬ 
cumbering  a  student's  records  I 
more  than  once?  Mr.  Newsom 
said  he  could  "see  no  problem"! 
there.  In  fact,  he  said,  "Give  me 
some  time  to  talk  to  the  people  in  [ 
the  departments  which  buy  en¬ 
cumbrances  and  I'll  get  back  to  I 
you  with  a  reply  by  January  [ 
15th."  GAS  agreed. 

True  to  his  word,  Mr. 
Newsom's  reply  was  received  I 
before  January  15th.  His  answer! 
was  that  he  would,  after  further  I 
study,  get  back  to  GAS  with  a  I 
reply  probably  in  April  or  May. I

A  letter  I  sent  to  our  beloved 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon 
quite  some  weeks  ago,  to  which  I 
have  not  yet  received  a  written 
reply  but  one  which  is  far  better: 
a  welcome  coincidence. 

Dear  President  Nixon, 

I  am  ashamed  of  myself  for 
having  waited  so  long  to  write 
you  this  le’tter.  By 
procrastinating  I  as  much  as 
admitted  that  you  were  not  a 
human  being  to  whom  I  could 
communicate.  "Why  should  YOU 
listen  to  me?"  --  I  would  ask 
myself  in  order  to  excuse  my  non¬ 
efforts  at  communication. 


Politics  is  not  my  field  of  en¬ 
deavor  or  comprehension.  I 
would  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  I 
refuse  to  believe  much  less  ad¬ 
vocate  that  politics  is  a  solution  to 
life.  To  me,  all  questions  involve 
life.  Subsequently,  so  does  the 
search  for  answers.  Human 
beings  are  alive,  a  part  of  life  -  in 
fact  they  are  life  because  without 
human  beings  there  could  be  no 
concept  of  life  at  all.  And  I 
believe  that  since  human  beings 
are  the  embodiment  of  that 
concept  most  dear  to  us  -  that  of 
life  itself,  we  must  treat  people 
accordingly. 


When  the  lives  of  people  are 
destroyed,  for  whatever  reason  - 
I  cannot  believe  that  the  outcome 
or  the  desired  results  of  such 
destruction  could  ever  be  worth¬ 
while.  Can  you  see  what  I  am 
saying?  What  kind  of  freedom 
could  anyone  possibly  be  fighting 
for  if  it  includes  killing  as  a 
means  of  attainment? 

Unfortunately,  our  "political" 
system  is  set  up  in  such  a  manner 
that  I  must  look  at  you  as  ad¬ 
vocate  of  destruction  and  of 
killing.  It  seems  you  were  not  put 
in  office  to  deal  with  people 
morally  or  lovingly  or  even 


psychologically  to  any  great 
extent.  You  were  put  in  office  as  a 
politician  to  deal  politically.  Does 
politics  include  encroachment 
upon  the  lives  and  life  styles  of 
other  people(s)  and  also  the 
destruction  of  said  people(s)? 

Of  course,  as  you  probably 
know,  I  am  speaking  in  reference 
to  our  notorious  war  in  Viet  Nam. 

I  wish  I  could  ask  you  what  the 
purpose  of  the  War  in  Viet  Nam  is 
but  any  answer  you  could  give 
would  be  ridiculous,  I'm  afraid.  I 
cannot  see  any  purpose  what¬ 
soever  to  wars  (of  the  military¬ 
armed-  aggressively  destructive- 
kind)  period. 

I  suppose  you  are  so  far 
removed  from  even  fathoming 
the  idea  of  dealing  with  people 
peacefully,  or  even  lovingly  that 
it  would  be  too  much  to  ask  for 
you  to  give  the  matter  some 
thought.  Perhaps  there  are 
historical  reasons  that  make  it 
easy  (or  easier)  for  you  to  permit 
war,  than  for  say,  Europeans. 
United  States  citizens  haven't 
experienced  the  overall  personal 
horror  of  war  and  legal  killing  at 
home  since,  I  believe,  the  Civil 
War.  It  is  easier  for  you,  more 
comfortable,  to  remove  yourself 
from  thinking  of  what  it  feels  like 
to  be  bombed  or  attacked  or  to 
have  your  people  killed  and 
maimed  or  to  live  in  fear  of  not 
living  until  the  next  day.  Those 
are  things  that  are  remote  to  me 
unless  I  sit  down  and  really  think 
about  them;  unless  I  look  and 
really  try  to  understand  what  it 
feels  like.  War  is  a  horrible  thing 
to  imagine  much  less  experience 
and  it's  something  no  one  should 
ever  permit  themselves  the  right 
to  inflict  or  even  advocate. 

Perhaps  there  are  political 
reasons  that  remove  you  from 
ending  the  war...  the  collapse  of 
the  economy...  the  loss  of 
"face"...  peace  without  honor. 
But  can  you  possibly  see  how 


ludicrous  those  words  are  after 
you've  experienced  the  utter 
senselessness  and 
meaninglessness  of  killing  and 
mass  destruction? 

A  friend  of  mine  this  evening 
told  me  that  not  enough  people 
have  demonstrated  against  or 
protested  the  War  for  it  to  make  a 
difference  to  you  or  any  of  the 
political  workings  or  policies.  But 
it  seems  to  me  that  everyone  is 
against  the  war,  not  just  some 
people,  everyone  wants  an  end  to 
it...  myself  included.  Am  I  wrong 
or  don't  you  know?  Haven't  many 
people  communicated  to  you 
their  desire  to  end  the  war  in  Viet 
Nam? 

Anyway,  this  evening  I  finally 
made  you  human  and  I  thought 
perhaps...  you  don't  know... 
maybe  you  really  don't  know 
about  what  people  like  me  think. 

We,  as  Americans,  believe  in 
freedom  and  Democracy.  But 
what  kind  of  Freedom  and 
Democracy  can  be  gotten  with 
"the  killing  of  enemies"?  What 
kind  of  lasting  peace  can  be  at¬ 
tained  through  war?  How  can  life 
be  safe  or  sacred  if  killing  is 
permitted? 

In  essence,  Mr.  Nixon,  I  am 
opposed  to  the  legalized  killing,  to 
military  aggression,  to  the 
building  of  armaments,  and  the 
destruction  of  people(s).  I  am 
opposed  to  war  and  to  the  War  in 
Viet  Nam. 

I  thank  you  for  reading  my 
letter.

Have  you  ever  been  asked  by  a 
friend  where  you  go  to  school  and 
when  you  replied  "Purdue 
Calumet"  the  friend  blurted  out 
"Oh,  I'm  sorry!"  ?  If  someone 
said  that  to  Margie  Osborn,  she 
would  probably  laugh  in  his  face, 
To  Margie,  a  senior  in  speech 
communication,  going  to  PUCC 
was  a  choice  not  a  necessity. 
(That's  funny,  I  thought  we  were 
all  here  because  we  were  mur¬ 
derers  in  our  previous  lives,  not 
because  we  wanted  to  be  here!) 

I  talked  to  Margie  one  af¬ 
ternoon  in  the  Oaken  Arbor.  As 
we  talked  (mostly  about  the 
school  and  the  students).  I  had  a 
great  revelation:  behind  that 
impressive  list  of  activities, 
offices  and  social  life  I  found  an 
aware,  involved  person.  Her 
activities  include  SAB  chairman, 
Theta  Phi  Alpha  pledge  mistress, 
Astron  organizations  editor,  and 
Nexus  layout  editor.  To  the 
average  PUCC  student  this  may 
suggest  Margie  is  the  typical 
"socie"  (active  only  because  it  is 
socially  advantageous).  I  can 
assure  that  this  is  not  the  case. 

Since  this  is  Margie's  fourth 
year,  she  has  many  opinions  of 
the  school.  She  doesn't  believe 


there  is  apathy  here-only 
uninterested  students.  She  says. 

"So  many  people  at  this  school 
use  their  parents  and  jobs  as  a 
crutch  by  saying-1  don't  have 
time  or  my  parents  won't  let  me. 
Thisway  they  don't  have  to  get 
involved.

The  General  Assembly  of 
Students  was  called  to  order  on 
January  11,  1973  by  Al  Torres, 
chairman.  Minutes  were  read 
from  the  December  12,  1973 

meeting. 

The  Encumbrances  Committee 
gave  a  report  of  the  meeting  with 
Mr.  Newsom.  Business  Manager 
and  Mr.  Perkins,  Head  of  Student 
Affairs.  Our  committee  proposed 
that  there  could  by  only  five 
dollar  fee  assessed  for  all  en- 
cumberance.  The  committee 
suggested  if  this  fee  was  to  be  a 
true  hindrance,  it  would  only 
have  to  be  assessed  once. 
Newsom  explained  that  the  fee 
was  for  all  the  paperwork  in¬ 
volved  in  processing  an  en- 
cumberance.

The  general  opinion  of  the 
assembly  was  that  this  was  a 
stall  on  any  clear  action  towards 
revamping  the  encumberances 
policy.

Bloomington  requesting  help  to 
fight  an  upcoming  fees  hike.  The 
assembly  discussed  a  trip  to 
Bloomington  for  meetings  and 
conferences  since  a  state  fee  hike 
would  affect  us. 

There  was  some  question  of  the 
use  of  the  cubicles  in  the  SFLC- 
3rd  floor.  Steve  Poludniak 
planned  to  contact  some 
organizations  to  see  if  they  are 


using  their  rooms. 

As  usual  we  still  need 
assemblymen  from  the  School  of 
Technology.  This  is  the  beginning 
of  a  new  semester  and  this  is  a 
good  time  to  become  active.

Dr.  Douglas  J.  LaFollette, 
noted  physical  scientists  who  has 
waged  a  long-standing  battle 
against  pollution,  will  speak  at 
Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  at  8  p.m.  Wednesday, 
Feb.  14  and  will  have  a  rap 
session  on  Thursday. 

He  will  lecture  on  "En- 
viromental  Blackmail"  in  Room 
107  of  the  Millard  E.  Gyte  Science 
Building,  2233  171st  St.,  Ham¬ 
mond.  Admission  is  $1.00  for  the 
general  public.  Purdue  students 
will  be  admitted  free  with  their 
activity  passes. 

LaFollette  is  a  proponent  of  the 
special  responsibilities  of  the 
scientist  for  problems  of  en- 
viromental  destruction,  pollution 
and  the  needs  of  humanity. 

His  presentation  on  February 
14  is  sponsored  by  the  Lecture 
and  Assembly  Committee  at  the 
Purdue  Campus  in  Hammond. 

Currently,  he  is  assistant 
professor  in  chemistry  and 
ecology  at  the  Parkside  Campus 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Marietta 
College  and  has  an  M.S.  degree  in 


chemistry  from  Stanford 
University  and  a  PH.D.  degree 
from  Columbia  University  in 
organic  chemistry. 

Through  the  auspices  of  the 
Federation  of  American  Scien¬ 
tists,  he  has  been  continuously 
speaking  out  on  the  passing 
problems  of  enviromental 
destruction  and  the  growing 
danger  on  nuclear  holocaust.  He 
organized  and  became  chairman 
of  the  Wisconsin  Stop  ABM 
Committee,  was  a  founding 
member  of  the  Southeastern 
Wisconsin  Coalition  for  Clean  Air 
and  was  elected  president  of  the 
Root  River  Restoration  Council. 

Recognizing  that  ecology 
problems  are  national  in  scope 
and  require  solutions  at  the 
federal  level,  LaFollette  entered 
the  Democratic  Primary  in 
Wisconsin's  First  Congressional 
District,  which  was  represented 
by  a  Republican.  In  the  primary 
he  was  pitted  against  an  old  line 
party  politician  supported 
strongly  by  the  local  party  ap¬ 
paratus.  His  own  supporters  were 
mostly  issue-oriented  political 
novices. 


Success  secret: 
Confidential 
Clinic  Operation 


Scores  of  students  and  adults 
have  received  assistance  from 
the  Career  Counseling  Center  at 
PUCC  during  the  first  semester 
of  the  new  facility. 

The  enrollees  ranged  from  16 
year-old  high  school  students  to 
housewives  "on  the  other  side  of 
40,"  reported  Dr.  Larry  M. 
Crawford,  director  of  student 
counseling  services. 

The  career  clinic  began 
operation  last  September  on 
campus  to  provide  vocational 
testing  and  counseling  to  the 
general  public  as  well  as  the 
students.  It  is  open  to  all  persons 
16  years  of  age  and  older  who 
want  help  in  career  planning. 
There  is  a  service  fee  for  non¬ 
students,  but  there  is  no  charge 
for  Purdue  Calumet  students. 

Many  college  students  have 
utilized  the  clinic  facilities 
because  they  are  undecided 
about  their  major  field  of  study. 
They  include  men  and  women 
enrolled  in  evening  classes  while 
they  hold  full-time  jobs  during 
the  day. 

In  several  cases,  tests  showed 
that  some  majoring  in  the 
humanities  had  a  natural  bent 
toward  technology  or  engineering 
—  and  vice-versa. 

Dr.  Crawford  has  recom¬ 
mended  that  humanities  majors 
select  minors  that  will  enhance 
their  chances  for  employment. 
His  suggestions  include 
mathematics  and  statistics, 
languages  or  accounting. 


George  A.  Savin,  area  educator 
who  serves  on  the  clinic's  staff  as 
guidance  counselor,  reported 
that  a  number  of  married  women 
whose  children  are  grown  up 
have  come  to  the  clinic  for  aid  in 
finding  a  second  career. 

"The  women  felt  there  no 
longer  was  any  'challenge'  in 
their  lives,"  he  said.  "They 
wanted  to  fill  the  void  with  a 
satisfying  avocation  or  a  new 
career  opportunity." 

Crawford  emphasized  that  the 
clinic  tries  to  keep  written  tests  to 
a  minimum  because  some  people 
"freeze  up"  when  they  think  their 
I.Q.  is  being  checked.  "Face  to 
face  interviews  are  used  to  the 
maximum,"  he  explained. 

Persons  desiring  tests  for  their 
own  self-appraisal  and  un¬ 
derstanding  may  take  advantage 
of  specific  aptitude  (mechanical 
dexterity,  motor  coordination, 
and  finger  dexterity),  vocational 
interest,  achievement  or  per¬ 
sonality  inventories,"  he  added. 

Also,  he  stressed  the  con¬ 
fidential  nature  of  the  counseling 
experience.  Information  during 
the  counseling  sessions  as  well  as 
test  records  are  not  released  to 
others  except  upon  the  written 
request  of  the  participant,  he 
pointed  out. 

The  clinic  operates  on  week¬ 
days,  evenings  and  Saturdays  in 
the  Gyte  building  Annex.  In¬ 
terviewing  and  testing  sessions 
will  be  arranged  through  ap¬ 
pointments  at  the  convenience  of 
the  participant. 


Nevertheless,  he  won  the 
election  based  on  the  official 
canvass,  but  was  defeated  on  the 
basis  of  a  recount  by  a  narrow 
margin  of  20  votes  out  of  more 
than  38,000  (The  largest  primary 


turnout  in  the  history  of  the  first 
District.) 

Not  only  did  the  campaign  gain 
intense  local  interest,  it  also 
attracted  the  active  support  of 
such  personalities  as  Linus 
Pauling,  George  Beadle,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Spock,  Paul  Ehrlich  and 
George  Wald. 

His  commitment  to  the  con¬ 
cerns  for  which  he  campaigned 
has  not  ended  with  his  narrow 
defeat,  he  indicates.  He  main¬ 
tains  there  is  a  need  in  the  United 
States  for  articulate,  scien¬ 
tifically  qualified  individuals  who 
are  willing  to  marshall  their 
knowledge  and  resources  to 
speak  out  to  a  nationwide 
audience  for  their  needs  of 
humanity.

Deep  Purple-Who  Do  We  Think 
We  Are?  In  the  post  Christmas 
slack,  there  have  been  relatively 
few  albums  released.  Most  of 
them  haven't  been  too  good 
either.  Deep  Purple's  new  album 
is  an  exception.  This  is  their  best 
album  as  far  as  depth  goes.  All 
the  tracks  are  good,  and  most  are 
exceptional.  This  is  Deep 
Purple's  fourth  album  with  its 
present  personnel.  The  first 
release  was  a  lot  of  loud  throb¬ 
bing  rock  'n'  roll.  From  there, 
they've  tightened  up  the  band. 
The  throbbing  trademark  of  Deep 
Purple  remains,  as  do  the  flashy 
vocals  of  Ian  Gillan...  but  there  is 
a  difference.  It  comes  out  in 
keyboard  man  Jon  Lord  and 
guitarist  Ritchie  Blackmore. 
Lord  (who  has  always  been  one  of 
the  best  organists  in  rock)  finally 
lunges  into  an  organ  solo  which 
he  hasn't  done  much  of  in 


previous  albums.  Blackmore 
comes  up  with  some  fine  riffs  on 
just  about  every  song  to  prove 
that  he's  a  better  guitarist  than 
most  people  give  him  credit  for. 

Altogether,  this  is  a  fine  album. 
Deep  Purple  is  a  very  tight  band, 
and  they  show  what  they're  about 
on  their  latest  album.  By  the  way, 
the  cover  is  pretty  good  too. 

Slade-Slade  Alive  Slade  is  a 
riotous  group  of  Englishmen 
hailing  from  Birmingham.  Their 
music  is  rough,  boisterous, 
raunchy,  and  thoroughly  en¬ 
joyable  rock  'n'  roll.  Their  live 
album  catches  the  group  with  all 
its  energy.  They've  got  an 
amazing  rapport  with  the  crowd 
and,  supposedly,  they've  started 
a  few  riots  with  their  act. 

Slade  has  a  way  of  grasping  the

It  seems  that  athletic  directors 
are  as  hard  to  keep  around 
Purdue  Cal.  as  are  athletes. 

Exit  Richard  Ordyna 
Enter  Gordon  Rosenau 

Let's  all  play  leapfrog. 

I've  outlived  two  athletic 
directors  during  the  past  3  1/2 
years  (Who's  next?) 

What  power  politics  in  Purdue 
Cal's  Athletic  Department?  (You 
bet  your  life.. ..Say  the  magic 
word  and  a  duck  may  fly  on  your 
head) 

When  Machevelli  wrote  the 
Prince,  I'm  sure  he  had  Cal's 
athletic  department  in  focus  on 
his  crystal  ball. 

Take  a  brief  look  at  the  records 
(if  they  haven't  been  burned  yet.) 

I  was  in  the  athletic  boycott  of 
'69  which  was  blamed  upon  coach 
John  Shields,  former  soccer  and 
basketball  coach.  A  long  list  of 
broken  promises  by  inept 
members  of  the  Committee  on 
Athletic  Control,  a  personality 
clash,  and... Exit  John  Shields 
(the  ax?)! 

A  long  winded  investigation  of 
the  Committee  on  Athletic 
Control,  and..  Exit  the  Com¬ 
mittee  as  welt  as  its  members. 

An  endless  amount  of  public 
disclosure  of  the  athletic  policies 
of  Athletic  Director  Hayes  and... 
Exit  Coach  Hayes.  (He's  still  on 
the  staff  though.) 

Enters  interm  director  Larry 
Crawford  (he  should  have 
stayed) 

Exit  Crawford  when  a  per¬ 
manent  director  was  chosen. 
Permanent  director  is  found. 

Enter  Richard  Ordyna 
Exit  Richard  Ordyna 
Enter  Gordan  Rosenau... 

You  can't  tell  the  players 

without  a  scorecard  - and 

you'd  better  get  one  quick, 
(before  it's  outdated?) 

The  amusement  doesn't  stop 
here  though.  The  coaching  staff  is 
rehearsing  for  a  remake  of  the 
Marx  Brothers  "Night  at  the 
Opera".  It  may  be  as  funny. 

The  basketball  team  has  had  no 
less  than  5  different  coaches  in  3 
1/  2  years,  and  two  of  them  stood 
over  the  reigns  in  mid  season. 
The  baseball  team  has  had  three 
coaches  (at  last  count),  the 
soccer  team  two,  and  amazingly, 
the  golf  team  has  had  only  one. 

It  takes  a  "team"  to  win.  You 
can't  build  an  athletic  program 
without  consistency  (and  that 
doesn't  mean  installing  revolving 
doors  onto  the  coaching  staff 
offices.) 


Ordyna  was  the  "Great  White 
Hope"  of  Purdue  Cal's  dismal 
athletic  program.  He  was  fresh, 
enthusiastic  blood.  You  can't  say 
he  didn't  make  progress,  because 
he  did  (often  in  the  wrong 
direction).  He  was  a  doer  —  not 
just  a  talker. 

His  forceful  dynamic  approach 
was  his  main  attribute  —  and  his 
own  worst  enemy.  An  athletic 
director  can't  expect  to  stay 
around  for  long  by  creating 
animosity  among  his  own  staff 
members  and  important  ad¬ 
ministrators  as  well.  —  That's 
asking  for  it. 

Frankly,  Ordyna  stepped  on  too 
many  toes  and  was  left  with  no 
other  viable  alternative  except 
"resignation". 

I've  never  been  noted  for 
getting  along  well  with  athletic 
directors.  I  disagreed  with  more 
than  several  of  coach  Ordyna's 
policies— but — he  was  a  hell  of  a 
fighter,  and  I  always  fiked  a  good 
fight. 

I  wish  him  the  best  of  luck. 

Enters  Coach  Gordon  Rosenau 
a  most  capable  (and  likeable) 
man.  He  has  been  the  one  most 
responsible  for  the  fantastic 
upsurge  in  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  Purdue  Cal's  in¬ 
tramural  program. 

He  knows  the  ropes 

His  enthusiasm  and  knowledge 
of  Cal's  bureaucracy  make  him 
the  best  man  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
(Fore?) 

Now  back  to  Cal's  athletes. 
(You  mean  we  have  some?) 
Whereas  the  coaching  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  staff  of  Cal's 
athletic  department  are  partial  to 
leap-frog  and  "revolving  doors", 
our  typical  Cal  athlete  prefers  a 
game  called  "musical  univer¬ 
sity". 

Here  today — gone  tomorrow. 

It's  a  problem  unique  to 
commuter  campuses,  (that's  us, 
by  the  way).  You  train  an  athlete, 
he  stays  for  one  season 
(sometimes  even  less?)  and 
voila!  Next  year  rolls  around  and 
you  have  to  build  a  whole  new 
team. 

Does  the  logic  of  this  argument 
escape  you?  (buying  a  Volvo 
won't  help  here!)  For  instance: 
How  many  freshmen  will  be 
returning  to  the  basketball  team 
for  the  second  half  of  the  season 
this  semester?  (Hint — you'll  only 
need  one  hand  to  count  on.) 

It's  quite  simple — you  can't 
play  if  you  don't  make  the  grades 
(Who  says  so?  The  NCAA  that's 
who!) 

The  NCAA  recently  lowered  the 
academic  standards  an  athlete 


must  attain  before  he  or  she  can 
compete  in  a  sport.  How  will  this 
"Windfall"  aid  Cal's  round- 
ballers?  Tune  in  next  issue  and 
find  out.  (  or  go  to  the  next  home 
game  and  check  the  roster  out  for 
yourself!) 

The  soccer  team  members  are 
no  better  off.  They  have  a  slight 
advantage — their  season  ends  in

Cal  belongs  not  to  just  one 
association  but  to  two.  We  are 
members  of  both  the  NCAA  and 
the  NAIA!,  and  each  has  its  own 
peculiar  rules  —and  Cal  athletics 
must  follow  both.

Those  were  the  days... 


Before  the  1972-1973  NAIA 
College  Basketball  Season 
began,  Purdue  Calumet  head 
basketball  coach  Richard 
Ordyna  said  a  lot  of  in¬ 
teresting  things  were  going  to 
happen.  So  far  this  season, 
Ordyna's  comments  have 
certainly  been  true  to  form. 
Let's  start  back  at  the  last 
Nexus  issue  (last  year 
sometime)  and  catch  up  to 
date  on  PUCC  basketball. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  issue, 
the  Pipers  had  been  off  to  the 
greatest  start  in  the  history  of 
the  school  as  they  won  their 
first  three  contests  with  no 
problem.  Their  fourth  game 
with  the  Australian  Olympic 
Team  was  played  in  front  of 
the  biggest  crowd  ever  to  view 
a  Piper  home  game.  Members 
of  the  Phi  Kappa  Theta,  Sigma 
Kappa,  and  the  Purdue 
Calumet  Band  helped  root  on 
the  Pipers  down  to  the  wire 
but  the  Pipers  dropped  the 
game  by  a  score  of  71-67.  The 
Australians  connected  on  27  of 
30  free  throws  for  an  amazing 
90%. 

PUCC  battled  IU  -  PU  Fort 
Wayne  in  their  next  home 
game  and  shot  an  excellent 
60%  from  the  floor  to  defeat 
IU-PU  108-84.  Terry  Teamer 
and  Henry  Clark  canned  27  and 
20  points  respectively. 

On  local  television.  Southern 
Illinois  ( Edwardsville)  broke 
a  40-40  tie  at  halftime  enroute 
to  a  78-65  win  over  the  Pipers 
in  a  game  played  two  days 
later.  The  Pipers  were  led  by 
Henry  Clark  who  had  24  points 
while  teammate  Kevin  Logan 
scored  19. 

Still  disappointed  with  their 
loss  to  SIU,  the  Pipers  took  it 
out  on  their  next  two  op¬ 
ponents  as  the  Pipers  reached 
the  100-mark  twice.  Against 
|  winless  Purdue  North  Central, 
Coach  Ordyna  played 
everyone  including  the  water 
boy  and  the  scorekeeper  as 
PUCC  murdered  PNC  109-59. 
For  the  third  straight  game, 
Henry  Clark  hit  the  20-mark 
(24  in  all)  while  Boyd  Otvos 
I  canned  18  and  Bill  Frahm 
collected  nine  rebounds. 

St.  Francis  became  the 
Pipers  6th  victim  102-86  as  the 
Pipers  nailed  44  for  88  from 
kthe  floor.  Support  came  from 


Terry  Teamer  (22)  and  Kevin 
Logan  (20).  It  marked  the 
third  time  PUCC  had  hit  the 
century  mark. 

Right  about  now  things 
really  started  to  get  in¬ 
teresting.  With  Mike 
Waisnora,  Bill  Frahm  and 
Boyd  Otvos  out  with  the  flu, 
visiting  Wisconsin-Green  Bay 
humiliated  the  Pipers  90-39. 
Wis.-G.B.  hit  70%  from  the 
floor  in  the  first  half  and  led  by 
as  much  as  56  points  in  the 
game. 

With  big  Bill  Frahm  no 
longer  with  the  Pipers,  the 
loss  of  height  hurt  the  Pipers 
as  they  dropped  their  next 
game  87-73  against  the 
University  of  Illinois  (Circle 
Campus). 

Coach  Richard  Ordyna 
joined  the  list  of  surprises  as 
he  announced  his  resignation 
due  to  personal  reasons.  He 
remained  on  as  Athletic 
Director  of  PUCC;  Assistant 
Coach  Dick  Hunt  became  the 
new  varsity  head  coach. 

The  Pipers  managed  to  get 
back  on  the  winning  track  as 
they  whipped  Niles  College  for 
the  second  straight  time,  the 
score  being  84-73.  It  also 
marked  the  beginning  of 
another  Piper  three-game 
winning  streak.  In  the  Niles 
game,  Henry  Clark  hit  a 
career  high  of  28  points. 

The  Pipers  picked  on  IU- 
Northwest  for  the  second  time 
also  despite  a  40-point  per¬ 
formance  by  lUN's  Tony 
Watson.  The  Pipers  managed 
to  achieve  a  season-high  field 
goal  %  of  61  in  that  high- 
scoring  102-88  win. 

Purdue  North  Central 
became  the  Pipers  third  "two- 
time"  victim  losing  to  PUCC 
99-67.  The  Pipers  were  paced 
by  team  scoring  leader  Terry 
Teamer  who  had  25  points  for 
the  night. 

Aquinas,  Michigan  ended 
the  Pipers  winning  streak  at 
three  as  they  outscored 
Purdue-Cal  99-72.  The  Pipers 
hit  only  36% from  the  floor  and 
at  this  point  of  the  season  have 
a  record  of  9-5. 

The  Aquinas  game  marked 
the  last  time  five  Pipers  were 
to  be  in  uniform;  poor 
grades  served  as  the  reason. 
Four  of  these  five  players  had 


been  starters  at  one  time  ofl 
the  season.  Now,  the  biggest! 
man  on  the  Purdue  squadl 
stood  at  only  six-feet  five| 
inches. 

With  the  Pipers  having! 
picked  up  four  stars  from  the  I 
intramural  league,  they  now! 
prepared  themselves  for 
visiting  Marion  College.  Dave 
Gliga  and  Mike  Waisnora  who 
had  not  seen  too  much  action 
so  far  this  year  finally  got 
their  chance  and  as  a  result 
they  "Machine-gunned"  the 
opposition,  combining  for  a 
total  of  forty-five  points.  Most 
of  their  shots  came  from  20  | 
feet  or  better.  The  Pipers  won 
that  game  83-76. 

As  of  Jan.  30th,  Purdue-Cal 
stands  at  10-5  with  an  of¬ 
fensive  average  of  80  points 
per  game  as  opposed  to 
allowing  73  points  on  defense. 

In  their  last  contest,  the 
Pipers  who  were  playing  for 
the  first  time  without  their 
regular  starters  still  managed 
to  show  a  great  deal  of  poise 
combined  with  hustle  and 
determination.  Realistically, 
however,  it  will  take  more 
than  that  to  keep  their  post¬ 
season  tournament  hopes 
alive. 

In  three  of  their  remaining 
six  games,  the  Pipers  will 
tackle  the  likes  of  Athletes  in 
Action,  the  University  of 
Illinois  (Circle  Campus)  and 
Wisconsin-Green  Bay. 
Athletes  in  Action  played 
against  both  South  Carolina 
and  the  NCAA-Champion 
UCLA  Bruins.  University  of  III. 
(Circle  Campus)  had 
previously  defeated  the  Piper 
quintet  by  fourteen  points, 
and  finally,  Wis-Green  Bay- 
who  has  already  beaten  the 
Pipers  by  fifty  points. 

So,  all  in  all,  the  Pipers  fit 
that  old  cliche  of  "having  their 
work  cut  out  for  them"  in  their 
remaining  games.  However, 
should  Gliga  and  Waisnora 
continue  their  torrid  outside 
shooting  and  if  Bob 
Markovich,  Boyd  Otvos,  Tim 
Porsche  and  Russ  Radtke  can 
do  a  superior  job  on  the 
boards,  then  the  Pipers  still 
could  wind  up  with  the  best 
record  of  independent  schools 
in  Indiana  and  that  would 
enable  Purdue-Cal  to  receive 
their  very  first  invitation  to 
post-season  games
